In the last analysis, the proposed 
duty amounts to a tax of $200,00U,- 
000 levied in the interest of less than 
ome per cent. of the population, the 
statement declared, adding that rea- 
sons advan for the enactment of 
even the emergency tariff on sugar no 
longer exist. 

“Practically the sole purpose of 
the emergency tariff on sugar was to 
‘protect’ the domestic sugar industry 
against importations of sugar from 
Cuba,” the statement said. “Under 
ordinary circumstances’ the United 
States depends upon Cuba for at 
least half of its sugar supply. 

“The domestic production and that 
of our island possessions @mounts to 
little more than 2,000,000 tons. Con- 
sumption in the Unite States dur- 
ing the first six months of this year 
was at the rate of ‘more than 5.- 
000,000 tons a year. 

Normal Conditions Back. 

“In May. last year, congress en- 
acted the emergency tariff which im- 
posed a tax of $1.60 per hundred 
pounds on sugar from Cuba. This 
tariff is still in effect. At that time 
domestic sugar producers feared that 
owing to a fancied world surplus of 
sugar, Cubas large supply would be 
dumped on the American market at 
prices which would ruin the domestic 
industry. ) 

“Since then, however, normal con- 
ditions of supply and demand have 
been broughtgabout in the world’s 
sugar market. Cuba no longer has 
any unusual surplus, and the fact is 
that Cuba’s supply has saved the 
country and Europe from a sugar 
shortage and higher prices.”

Byfield went to his stateroom and, 
opening the door, saw his wife in 
bed and Candler lying beside her 
fully dressed.

Byfield immediately became violent- 
ly enraged and stormed about, it was 
said, cursing his wife and Candler.

Washington, August 17.—Senator 
Dial, democrat, South Carolina, at- 
tempted in the senate late today to at- 
tach his cotton futures trading meas- 
ure to the tariff bill as an amend- 
ment, but sharp division of pinion 
developed among the democrats and 
Senator Dial finaliy withdrew it and 
asked unanimous consent that it be 
made the untinished business of the 
senate on the fifth day of the next 
session. This request was denied as 
being in violation of senate rules. 

Senator McCumber, republican, 
North Dakota, in charge of the tariff, 
said he would not object to the pro- 
posal provided the senators from the 
cotton growing states could agree on 
the amendment. Opposition to the 
amendment immediately was expressed 
and since the bill was recently re- 
turned to the senate by the agriculture 
committee with a unanimous adverse 
report, it got no further than to cause 
an hour’s debate. 

Prior to withdrawal of the amend- 
ment, however, Senator Dial declared 
that congress had unintentionally ar- 
rayed itself on the side of the bears 
in the cotton market, an “evil” which 
Senator Smith, also of South Caro- 
lina, agreed should be corrected. 

But the two senators from that 
state could not get together on the 
merits of the bill. 


LIGHTNING BOLT 
FATAL TO FARMER 
WORKING ON HOME 


Augusta, Ga., August 17.—(Spe- 
cial.) —B. F. Parker, a 60-year-old 
white man, was instantly killed when 
struck by a bolt of lightning here 
shortly after 1 o’clock this afternoon. 
Parker was at work on the home of 
Mrs. E. C. Lamar, on the Wrights- 
boro road when the tragedy occurred. 

He was working on the ceiling of 
the kitchen when the lightning struck 
a tree about eight feet from the kitch- 
en window, split the tree, leaped the 
roof of the kitchen and penetrated 
the house. 

A blue spot over the left eye showed 
where he was hit. A negro assistant 
working with Parker was stunned by 
the bolt, but was not injured.

According to Dreyer, Candler also 
wished the check returned because he 
did not have sufficient funds in his 
bank to meet it. Dreyer said ne 
told Candler he would do what he 
could with Byfield and try to bring 
the two men together. 

The scene then shifted to the Carl- 
ton hotel. in Paris. 

According to Dreyer. Byfield had 
absolutely no money when he reach- 
ed Paris, only his return steamship 
tickets. After much ‘persuasion, 
Dreyer said, Byfield agreed to return 
Candler’s check, provided Candles 
would give him some cash. Candler, 
according to Dreyer, said: 

“Yes, I'll do that, but youve got 
to write a gore exonerating wie 

all this affair.” 
ge om said Byfield wrote’ the 
,letter under protest, because he was 
}in need of ready cash. The letter 
was written in his presence, aceord- 
ing to Dreyer, and immediately after 
Byfield finished writing It he passed 
Candler’s check over to Candler, 
who tore it up as he did also a state- 
ment in writing made by an alleged 
witness implicating Candler. Candler 
then turned over to Byfield a draft for 
$2,000 and notes calling for an ag-- 
cregate of $20,500, which notes Drey- 
er declared Byfield has. 

Dreyer said he would never have 
entered the case had he not_ been 
biought into it, as he knows this let- 
ter is false and that Byfield only 
wrote it so that he could get enough 
money to return with his wife to this 
country. 

Dreyer’s Charges. 

Dreyer says he knows for a fact 

that Candler and others, in an effort 
to obtain the check before this agree- 
ment was made, planned to get By- 
field in a compromising position in the 
Carlton hotel in Paris. The lawyer 
said he became aware of the alleged 
fact and notified Byfield of Can- 
dier’s alleged intentions, whereupon 
Byfield asked Dreyer to please protect 
him. 
According to Dreyer, Byfield offer- 
ed to give Dreyer $2,500 if Candler 
would also give Dreyer a like amount. 
Candler agreed to this, but Dreyer 
says he has not accepted a_ single 
penny, as he believes this is a black- 
mailing plot and he does not want to 
see Byfield, who he believes is an in- 
nocent man, suffer. 


said Dreyer, “is this letter, which 
was written under protest as I can 
attest. If am called into court I 
will gladly so testify.” 

Legal Point Involved. 

The intimation from Attorney Ar- 
nold that criminal proceedings for 
blackmail might be instituted against 
Dreyer brought forth a legal question, 
which even Mr. Arnold declared was 
complicated. The question was wheth- 
er or not the alleged crime was com- 
mitted in Georgia. 

In telephoning from New York to 
Atlanta, Dreyer was “not upon the 
soil of Georgia,” yet his voice was 
carried into Georgia and the recipi- 
ent of his intended message was in 
Georgia. While the state code does 
not provide for telephonic communica- 
tion, it was established by attorneys 
that a blackmail letter written in one 
state and mailed to a person in an- 
other, constitutes the offense in the 
state where the letter fs received. 

Likewise, it was pointed out that 
two men, in a fight on a state line, 
separate, one going for instance over 
the Georgia side and the other into 
Alabama.

Many prominent men who were 
either active opponents of Mr. Walker 
in the last campaign or indifferent to 
the selection of either ndidate are 
ROW warmly espousing the Walker 
cause and predicting victory for him 
in the September primary. Wherever 
one may go, on the trains, on the pub- 
lic roads, in the homes of the peo- 
ple, it is easy to tind Walker sup- 
porters, and plenty of them. 

“The conservative people of the 
state, tired of big promises and negli- 
gible results, see in Mr. Walker's 
candidacy the opportunity to place the 
affairs of Georgia in the hands of a 
rational and straightforward gentle- 
man, whose whole career prisages a 
safe and sane administration. 

“The Bulloch Times, one of the 
substantial newspapers of Georgia, 
which hiterto has not expressed its 
preference in the campaign for the 
governorship, last week gave some 
sound reasons for its determination to 
support Mr. Walker and predicted a 
great victory for him.

Journalist Laid 
To EternalRest 


London, August 17.—(By the As- 
sociated Press).—Viscount North- 
clifte, England’s foremost publicist, 
was laid to rest this afternoon in 
St. Matylebone cemetery in Finch- 
ley with services of surpassing sim- 
plicity, beauty and solemnity. 

The funeral ceremonies in West- 
minster Abbey, which has been the 
scene of burial services of imposing 
grandeur for ages past, were devoid 
of ail the pomp and panoply usually 
associated with the last rites to the 
country’s national figures. They were 
in consonance with the great journal- 
ist’s unostentations life and charac- 


ter. 

The ritual consisted of the recita- 
tion of ehosen biblical verses and the 
psalms, the singing of Lord North- 
cliffe’s seumeied loam, and the play- 
ing of the “Dead march in Saul,” and 
Chopin's funeral march. 

Striking Contrast. 

In striking contrast to previous 
funerals of Great Britain’s iliustrious 
men there was not a single military, 
naval-or other uniform visible in the 
abbey. ‘he vast interior of the 
church was a broad expanse of som- 
ber black. Men high in the world 
of state, church, diplomacy and journ- 
ulism were present. 

Several hundred British newspaper 
men marched from Fleet street to the 
eathedral to pay silent tribute to 
the man who had done so much to 
raise their status and add to their 
prestige. American journalists who 
had enjoyed Northcliffe’s acquaintance 
filled the front rows in the cathedral 
and joined their British comrades of 
the “fourth estate” in offering homage. 

There were no honorary pallbearers. 
The massive open coffin, covered with 
a pall of silk and gold, was borne 
into the edifice by eight attendants 
of the abbey. The funeral cortege 
filed past the tomb of the unknown 
British soldier on its way to the 
catafalque before the altar, while the 
celebrant of the service repeated the 
stately sentences of the burial ritual, 
“] am the resurrection and the life.” 

Followed By Widow. 
The casket was followed by Lord 
Northcliffe’s widow, who, bowed with 
emotion, was supported on either side 
by Lord Rothermere and Cecil Harms- 
worth, brothers of the dead journal- 
ist. Then came relatives and close 
friends. George Harvey, American 
uimbassador, occupied a pew near the 
choir. Next to the widow the most 
pathetic figure in the cathedral was 
Lord Northecliffe’s disabled brother, 
Vyvyan Harmsworth, who was whee!l- 
ed to the altar in an invalid’s chair. 

Sub-deacon Canon Cargie’s words, 
“we bring our years to the end like a 
tale that is told,’ and “this mortal 
must put on immortality,” seemed to 
impact prophetic significance to the 
obsequies. The subdued sobs of Wom- 
en relatives, as well as women em- 
ployees and others whom Lord North- 
clie had aided, could be heard above 
the solemn stillness of the abbey. 

As the coffin was borne from the 
great edifice for final interment in 
St. Marylebone cemetery. Bells tolled 
a dirge announcing that the church 
had given its blessings to the dead. 
Immense crowds stood in silence, rey- 
erent and uncovered, as the proces- 
sion moved out of parliament square

The second, of greater length, ad- 
vanced the opinion that the settlement 
of the coal strike would to a large 
degree determine the settlement of the 
railroad strike, because the roads in 
the next few weeks would be called 
on to move the greatest amount of 
coal jn history and at present there 
was an unprecedented proportion of 
bad order cars. 

Jewell’s Statement. 

“The settlement of the coal strike 
will to a large degree determine the 
settlemem of the railroad strike,” 
said Mr. Jewell. “Ine resumption 
of coal mining and the vastly increas- 
ed demand for coal resulting from 
depleted stocks will force the rail- 
roads to move more coal in the next 
few weeks than ever before in his- 
tory. 

“This means a record-breaking de- 
mand for care. 

“In the face of this demand,” con- 
tinued Mr. Jewell, “there is at the 
present time a record-breaking short- 
age of good order equipment. The 
railroads will be requireu by urgent 
necessity to repair their coal cars in 
the shortest pessible tire. 

“This will bring the most insistent 
kind of pressure upon the roads to 
get a maximum number of skilled 
mechanics into their shops. It is safe 
to say there will be places fer one 
and one-half times.the normal num- 
ber of men in car repair shops. _ 

“The normal number of cars sult, 
able for moving coal in need of re- 
pairs is about 5 per cent of the to- 
tal number. Even before the strike 
there was an unprecedented propor- 
tion of bad order cars. The Ameri- 
can Railway association fizured that 
on July 1, 14 and 1-2 per cent needed 
repair. On July 15, 15 and 1-3 per 
cent needed repair. 

Shortage 75,000 Cars. 

“These are the latest published fig- 
ures but we estimate that at tbe 
present time there are from 20 to 
25 per cent of all coal] cars in bad 
order or about 200,000 cars. We ex 
timate that there will be a shortage 
of about 75.000 cars a week the mo- 
ment the strike is settled. 

“The abnormal number of cars now 
out of service will raise the weekly 
shortage close to 100.000 cars. This 
means that 30 per cent of the coal 
mined will be withheld from the con- 
sumer through lack of transportation 
facilities. The maximum mine pre 
duction is about «15,000,000 tons a 
week. The average coal car capacity 
is abont 45 tons, © 

“A shortage of 100.000 cara wil! 
therefore prevent 4.500.000 tons of 
eonl a week from reaching the cov 
sumer ”’ 

The point made by Mr. Jewell— 
“‘that it’s safe to say there will be 
places for one and one-half times the 
normal number of men in coal car 
repair shops’’—was emphasized by oth- 
er labor leaders, who pointed out that 
more bad order cars were constantly 
piling up. 

This. they contended, would make 
it possible for executives to take back 
all strikers and still not be forced 
to discharge new employees. ‘This 
contention was made in connection 
with the assertion made by executives 
at their last session in this city that 
pledges made to new workers would 
make it imperative that none of the 
new recruits should be dislodged.

| Hudson Takes Hope 
As Prison Board 
Recommends Mercy 


Albany, Ga., August 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The nearest to real interest 
that Glen M. Hudson has shown in 
anything in a long time was evidenced 
when word was carried to his cell 
in Dougherty county jail that the 


prison commission had recommended 
commutation of his sentence to life 
lmprisonment. 

Hudson is the quietest prisoner ever 
confined for any considerable length 
of time in Dougherty jail. He rarely 
speaks nnless spoken~to, and is re~) 
served even with the other prisoners; 
with whom he comes in daily con- 
tact. News that the supteme court 
had denied his motion for a new trial 
depressed him greatly when it reached 
him several weeks ago, though he 
made no comment. ~ 

But his demeanor changed when 
he was told that the first favorable 
turn of events in his favor since his 
arrest in the murder of his two lit- 
tle stepsons had occurred. Everything 
before had gone against him. Now 
that the pardon board recommends 
that his life be spared, he has taken 
hope for the first time. 

The crime for which Hudson was 
convicted was one’ of the most bru- 
tal ever committed in this section. 
Robert and Isiah Temple, aged 10 
and 3, were shot through their 
heads with a pistol, dying instantly. 
The shooting ocgurred at Hudson’s 
home, three miles sonth of Albany, 
and Hudson was convicted on cir- 
eumstantial evidence, his wife, believ- 
ed to have been the oniy other per- 
son present when the crime was com- 
mitted, not being allowed to testify. 
She was acquitted, her trial imme- 
diately following her husbands.

PLACING YOUR VERANDA. 


A young married woman, much en- 


grossed in houseplanning, said thd 
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other day: “All the people I know 
are quite distinctly divided into two 
classes : front veranda people and the 
people who prefer the privacy of & 
side of back veranda.” 

The young woman herself was 
proud of the fact that she was dis- 
tinctly of the latter class. It seemed 
dreadfully rustic and provincial te 
her to like to sit on a front veranda 
where one might behold and be be- 
held of all passers-by, where one 
might see motorists passing and make 
observations~ concerning the coming . 
of callers and delivery wagons at the 
houses of neighbors. 

She took it for granted that it was 
only with such intent that any one 
could ever choose to have a front ve- 
randa. The house she was planning 
possessed a neat “Dutch doorway.” 
with a veranda on the side of the 
house, opening by two French win- 
dows from one side of the living room, 

There are advantages and disad- 
vantages ih this sort of planning.

But it 
sometimes happens that the very 
best outlook that you can select is at 
the front of your house. It may be 
that in that direction you are fur- 
thest removed from the windows of an- 
other house, and ‘if there are good 
shade trees on the street you muy 
have better shade there than else- 
where,
